Take  each  variety,  a bunch  at  a time,  cut  strings 
and  spread  roots  thinlj^  along  the  side  of  a shallow  fur- 
row, then  cover  roots  of  plants  with  dirt  not  higher  than 
crowns  of  plants.  Give  partial  shade,  and  if  ground  is 
diy,  water  roots  only.
